'^ffiERSAS, I find there is a threatened national emergency; 

NO.7, THEREJ’QRE, By virtue of the authority vested in me by 
the Constitution and the Statutes, and in pursuance of Part I 
of Executive Order No. 8248 of September 8, 1939, it is hereby 
ordered as follows: 

Section 1« There is established in the Executive Office 
of the President an office to be known as the Office for Emer¬ 
gency Management which shall be under the direction of one of 
the Administrative Assistants to the President, to bo designated 
by the President. 

Section 2« The Office for Emergency Management shall; 

(a) Assist the President in the clearance of 
information vvith respect to measures necessitated by 
the threatened emergency. 

(b) Maintain liaison between the President and 
the Council of National Defense and its Advisory 
Commission, and with such other agencies, public or 
private, as the president may direct, for the purpose 
of securing maximum utilization and coordination of 
agencies and facilities in meeting the threatened 
emergency; 

(c) rerfoim such additional duties as the President 
may direct.
